Until the 4th day of July,
1870, all persons who voluntarily ad.

Neither the United BStates
tnor nny State shall nssume or pay any
debt or obligation already igourred or
which may hereafter bo incurfed in aid
of insurrection or war against the Uni.

Sgo. . The Congress shall: have

power to enforee by appropriate legisla.

A bill to provide for the restoration of

the States lately 1o insurrection to

their full political righta,

Wheroas, It is expedent that the

States lately in insurrection should, at

the earlicst day consistent with the fu-

ture peaco and safety of the Union, be
restored to full participation in all po.
litieal rights; aad

Whereas, The Congress &id by joint

resolution propose for ratifioation to the

Legislatures of the soveral States, as an

amendment to the Constitution of the

United States, article in the followiog

words, towit : [The constitutional arti.

cle 1ecited above is here inserted,] Now,
therefore,

fie it ennetsd, That whenever the

above recited amendment shall have be.

come a part of the Constitution, and any

State lately in insurrection shall have

mtified the same, and shall have modi

fied its constitution and laws in con.
formity therewith, the Sevators and

Representatives from such State, if

found duly clected and qualified, may,

after having taken the required oaths of
office, be admwitted; into Congress ns
such,

o Aud be it further enacted, That when

any State lately fin insurrection’ shall

have matified the foregoing proposed
amendment to the Coustitution, any
part of the direct tax under the act of

August 5th, 1861, which may remain

due aud unpaid in sush State, may be

assumed and paid by such State, and
the payment thereof, upon proper assu-
rances from such State to be giver to
the !Seerctary of the Treasury of the

Upited States, may be postponed for a

period not exceeding ten years from and

after the passage of this act.

A bill deelaring certain persons]ineligi-
ble to office under the government of
the United States.

Bo it enacted, ete,, That no person
shall be eligible to any office under the
government of the 17nited States who is
included in any of the following classes,
namely :

Firat, The President and Vice-Presi.

dent of the Confedorate States of Ameri-

ca (so called) and the hieads of depart-
ments thereof.

Second. Those who in other countries

ucted ns sgents of the Confederate States

of America, so ealled,

Third. leads of Departments of the
United States, officers of the nrmy and
navy of the United States, and all per-
sous educated at the military or naval
aoademy of the United Htutua.judgaa of
the courts of the Unpited Btates and
wenmbers of either House of the Thirty.
sixth Congress of the United States,
whogave aid or comfort to the late re.
bellion.

Fourth. These who acted as officers
of the Coufederate Btates of America,
#0 culled, above the grade of colonel in
the army or master in the pavy, nod any
one who, as Governor of either of the
so.called Confederate States, gave aid
or cowfort to the Iate rebellion.

Fitth, Those who have treated offi.
cers or soldiers or sailors of the army or
navy of the United States, captured dur.
ing the war, otherwise than as prisoa-
¢rs of war.
